Sunday for the young lives that bad 
been ottered up in distant Porto Eico 
for their country's cause, and their 
funeral services were made the occas- 
ion for a demonstration such as never 
before had been seen in Portsmouth 


lucre was something of pathos and 


sadness in the death of these boys in 
a foreign land that appealed directly 
to the hearts and the sympathies of 
every one here in this city which they 
called "Home," and an immense con- 
course of sorrowing people gathered 
to pay the last tribute of respect that 
man can pay to man. 


In all that Immense crowd which 


gathered in and about the Bio-elow 
church there were few, if any, pres- 
ent from mere vulgar curiosity. 
The 


great majority wore filled with a deep 
realization of the sadness of the oc- 
casion, which found expression in 
mufiled sobs and wet eyes, as the ser- 
vices progressed. 
Altogether it was 


the saddest and yet the most im- 
pressive funeral service held in Ports- 
mouth for a generation. 


The two soldier boys—Elbert L 


Patterson and Daniel 
Dodge—who 


had been comrades In life, remained 
comrades in death, as one of the 
speakers aptly expressed it, and the 
services were held for both, although 
the body of but one —that of Elbert 
Patterson — was brought to 
the 


church. 
The services were to be°in 


at Bigelow church at 2 o'clock, but 
long before that hour the immense 
church was packed, 
while crowds 


ined the sidewalks. A few minutes 
before two o'clock tlie members of 
Bailey Post, G. A. it., 
veterans 


themselves of a bloody war, former 
members of Company" II and mem- 
bers of the 
Portsmouth 
schools 


headed by the Elver City 
hand 


marched to the Patterson residence' 
at Sixth and Washington streets, and 
escorted the remains of Elbert 
L 


Patterson to Bigelow church. 
A de- 


tail 3f soldiers, consisting of Cant 
R. S. Prichard, Lieut. Kirmey Funk' 
Privates John 
Youugman, 
.Frank 


Switalski, Ed. B. Hicks, Clinton M 
Searl, Chas. E. Hood, Duncan Dou°-- 
lass and George Oldficld, acted as im- 
mediate escort to tho body and as 
pall-bearers. 
Arriving at the church 


it was found that ex-members of 
Company H were unable to secure 
seats, the others filling all the re 
served seats. 


Promptly at 2 o'clock the last sad 


services were begun by the High 
.School Glee club, singing that o-rarul- 
es t of all hymns, "HocIf of A«es'' 
Scripture lesson from 11 Timothy was 
read by Rev. Hargett, of the Bigelow 
church. 
The Glee club then sano 


"God, the All Merciful," which had 
been composed and dedicated to Com- 
pany II by Eev. J. 1). Ilerron, rector 
of All Saints church. 
Rev. Har^ett 


then introduced Rev. _Dr. Aldcrson 
of the Second Presbyterian church' 
who talked briefly, but beautifully 
on the lives that had been cut short 
in their young manhood. 
Dr Alder- 
son said: 


"On the morning when Co. H left 


Portsmouth I was in the arnrory 
with many others, to give the boys a 
sad farewell. I said to Elbert Patter- 
son, locking so frail and slender, 'El- 
bert, you haven't much 
phsyical 


strength or weight to lay upon the 
altar ol your country.' lie said, -No 
but I have a whole heart; it is as bi« 
as anybody's.' He had read durlnS 
the whole time that he was enlisted 
as one of the members of the Ohio 
Guard something of the oppression 
which the subjects of Spain 
had 


passed through during the last few 
years. He bad read the reports which 
appeared regularly in the newspapers 
of the hardships and 
trials 
and 


tyranny exercised over the Cubans 
our next-door neighbors. 
He had 


read those fiery appeals made in con- 
gress by senators from Nebraska and 
Vermont. 
He was well acquainted 


with the blowing up of our' battle- 
ship Maine, and his heart was filled 
to 
fullness, as 
was the heart of 


every patriotic 
American citizen 


And thus when tho call came from 
the President, asking for troops to go 
forth and .defend onr country from 
tlie insult which had neon'heaped 
upon it, and to devote their lives in 
behalf of the liberties of an oppressed 
people, Elbert Patterson understood 
the situation and had as full and 
complete understanding of the mis- 
sion of his service as any member who 
went out in Co. H. 
While then a 


frail and fragile youth, his heart was 
overflowing in the cause for which he 
had been enlisted. 


thought it was too bad that boys who 
had never been beyond the limit of 
our firesides should so out on such a 
hazardous mission. And I know that 
it was the feeling on the part of 
many that these boys were not aware 
of the greatness of their undertaking 
Butl think that if any nation on- 
earth has learned to honor the youth- 
ful soldier, it is the American nation 
The average age of the soldier in the 
army of tbe Potomac during our Civil 
war was twenty-two. 
General Gor- 


don of whom there is so much being 
said at the present time, who lost his 
life a few years ago, who is respected 
and beloved by all the 
nations, put 


down the Tai Ping rebellion in China 
when he was but thirty years of age- 
Reynold ManKcnzIn was pronounced 
by Gen. Grant to be the finest divis- 
ion olllccr in the whole Union army 
when he was only cwenty-one years 
of age. 
SkobelefT, the Russian °en- 


cral, was ordered to Turkestan, cap- 
ture the Khan and aded Khokand as 
a part of the Russian empire when he 
was only twenty-one years of a*e- 
isapoleoii forced the bridge at Lodi 
when 
he was just twenty-seven; 


.Sheridan was just thirty when he 
sent Early up the .Shcnandoah valley 
like a whirlwind. 


"The question has been raised in 


my mind, how did Elbert Patterson 
ever become a soldier, and it is all 
perfectly clear to me tcday. 
Before 


he was nine years old he had read the 
story of Grant, Sheridan, of Sherman, 
cf larragut, a book on the Naval 
Heroes, the Roys of '76 and the Hoys 
ol 'bl, and the secret of his soldierly 
ambition and sacrifice can be traced 
back to those books 
which 
were 


placed in his hands at that early time 
m bis life by his father. 
If. was per- 


fectly natural then that 1m should 
enlist as one of the Ohio Guards years 
before he was called into any active 
service, and we were not surprised 
that when the war broke out in real- 
ity that he plead with his father not 
to take him out of service, though he 
was under age. 
Pleading with long- 


drawn-out sentences in bis letters

around tho fireside of his 'father's 
Home just two books—the Holy Bible 
and 
Fox's Book of Martyrs, 
Und 


catching their spirit, he wrote a book 
of his own which has done more «ood 
m the world than any other book" ex- 
cepting the word of God. 
Napoleon 


read the writings of Reynal and Eos- 
seau, and they filled Ins mind with 
envy and unrivaled ambition. 
A lit- 


tle boy employed in England in a 
blacking 
manufacturing establish- 


ment, whose duty it was to paste 
the labels upon the boxes and tie lit- 
tle strips uf ribbon around them, read 
the hooks in his father's library and 
those books gave England one of its 
best and most popular writers—Chas 
Dickens. 
Abraham Lincoln read in 


his mountain cabin in Kentucky— for 
he was one of those mountain whites 
whom God raised up to give liberty 
to 4,000,000 slaves-he read the story 
of the Arabian Nights around his 
father's fireside, and'from that book- 
lie derived his cheerful spirit and his 
inexhaustible fund of jokes. And so 
we can account for this boy beine a 
soidiei today. We could not have ex- 
pected anything else when the oppor- 
tunity was presented him. 
So, look- 


ing back upon his youth, when he was 
filling his noble young heart with the 
glory of military heroism, it is not 
surprising that when the opportunity 
came his amibtion lose up and swelled 
hi.s heart to its fullest extent, and 
that nothing could restrain him ex- 
cept the positive command of his 
father that he should not go to war 
On the twelfth of September 
he 


wrote a letter from the 
island of 


Porto Kico to his father, sayin^- 'I 
am in very feeble health, and unless 
I can get away from here very soon 
I feel as though J shall never get 
home again.' That letter was re- 
ceived here ScDtcmber 29th, at 1 
'>'clock in the morning. At 2 o:clock 
in the afternoon his father was on his 
way to Porto Eico, making that tono- 
journey of over 3,000 miles across 
land and sea. 
And largely did we 


hope that hi.s life would be spared 
and that his boy would be brought 
back here and that we should see him 
face to face again and nave him grow 
up among us as a citizen. 
A few 


months ago a father living in 
the 


East received a telegram that his son 
was dying at Denver. 
Jf e hired a 


special train and right of way over 
all the tracks and made an astonish- 
ingly quick trip, but only to find that 
he was too late. The newspapers told 
it all over this land and many of us 
admired that father's sacrifice and 
devotion. But here is an instance far 
more noble than that—of a man who 
travels to our Eastern coast, then en- 
gages passage a thousand miles across 
.the waters at the first intimation of 
his son's illness, reminding us of Him 
who came into the world to seek and 
to save that which was lo-t 
He 


telegraphed from New York City 
that he was coming with all haste 
and not to be discouraged. When the 
boy received that message he held it 
up to the nurse and officers of the 
hospital and said, 'Papa is coming- J 
know that he will stand by me ' And 
when he died that telegram was 
pinned on the ioside of his 
ni<*ht 
shut.
